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WHAT IS CAPITAL? 
We often hear talk of capital and labor as 
thou gh they were wholly u nrelated and on the 
opposite sides of the fence. Bu t, actu ally , they 
are mu tu ally dependent. Each needs the other. 
There is no fu ndam ental conflict between them. 
Let’s look at a v ery simple illu stration. 
A man does odd jobs arou nd y ou r hou se. Su p­ 
pose y ou pay him a dollar for fix ing the screen 
door which was warped. Bu t before he cou ld do 
the job y ou had to giv e him a screwdriv er th at 
cost y ou arou nd 50 cents. You had to^giv e him a 
plane th at cost a cou ple of doilars. T hat screw­ 
driv er and th at plane are “capital.” 
Wty hou t 
them, the odd-job man wou ld hav e no job. 
It 
wou ld hav e been foolish to hire him u nless he 
cou ld be eq u ipped to do the work . 
“Capital,” say s the dictionary , “is th at part of 
wealth which is dev oted to the produ ction of 
more wealth.” In other words, all capital rep­ 
resents tools, whether the tool is a screwdriv er 
or a machine costing thou sands of dollars or the 
factory which hou ses the machine. It is as u se­ 
less to talk abou t the work man and the dollar, 
as thou gh they stood in opposition to each other, 
as to argu e whether lu ngs are more im portant 
than air. Each needs the other. Capital needs 
labor and labor needs capital. 
For ex ample, a leading au tomobile company 
recently pointed ou t th at it had to prov ide $2,008 
of land and plants, $2,67 0 of machinery and $665 
of raw m aterials in order to pu t one av erage 
work man to work . Add th at u p. It mak es more 
than $5,000 for each work er’s tools, u sing the 
word in the broadest sense. 
This same company had also to prov ide a 
large a^mou nt of work ing capital for each em ­ 
ploy ee in order to carry the m aterials ov er from 
the raw state u ntil the finished car was sold. 
T hat work ing capital is as mu ch a tool and as 
necessary to produ ction as any machine. 
This same story can be repeated in any in­ 
du stry . And indu stry , as a whole, has inv ested 
an approx imate FOUR THOUSAND EIGHT HUN­ 
DRED AND FORTY DOLLARS for each work ­ 
man. 
Is not this, one of the secrets of America’s high 
liv ing standard? We hav e more tools, more m a­ 


chines. 
The av erage earner HAS more becau se 
he PRODUCES more with the help of tools su p­ 
plied by capital. 
To talk of capital being on one side of the 
fence and labor on the other is nothing more 
nor less than nonsense. 


A WORTHWHILE SPORT 
Corn shu ck ing contests hav e begu n and cham ­ 
pions are being chosen in v ariou s sections of the 
cou ntry where elimination contests will send the 
best corn pick ers from the corn belt to meet in 
com petition with others for the national cham ­ 
pionship. 
It is significant th a t these contests come du r­ 
ing the football season, and one is led to wonder 
if some day there will be a conflict between the 
two sports. 
Ev ery state in the corn belt ou ght to tak e an 
interest in corn pick ing. W ith them it is a state 
concern. 
Not only is it essential th a t there be 
good corn pick ers, th a t is, rapid work ers, bu t for 
the pu rpose of mak ing cou ntry life attractiv e, 
there ou ght to be a k ind of pride in the way 
corn is pick ed. 
It ou ght to be an art. 
A corn 
pick er ou ght to be as prou d of his work as any 
other artisan, who, after all, is a k ind of artist. 
The q u alifications for corn pick ing req u ire th a t 
th e candidate for the cham pionship not only 
work fast bu t th a t he k eeps his corn clean. 
Hu sk s, m u st be few—the ears m u st be clear of 
all ex cept corn. There is considerable sk ill called 
for in seizing the ear and jerk ing it off and 
throwing it into the wagon in the proper way . 
City folk wou ld be su rprised to see how well 
these corn pick ing contests are attended—if they 
nev er saw one, and most of them hav en’t. The 
farm ers who go to see their fav orites perform 
may not be led by cheer leaders, nor do they 
wear fu r coats. 
Bu t they are interested in a 
way th at is real and v iv id, not forced. 
If some college wou ld plow u p its football field 
nex t spring and plant it in corn, it wou ld be 
amazed to see the attendance a t the corn pick ing 
contest th at they m ight stage. 
It m ight be a 
godd mov e for some of them to try it. At any 
rate, the corn hu sk ing contests are clean, whole­ 
some, honest and tru ly worthwhile from ev ery 
standpoint.

May I reasonably ex pect y ou , 
reader, to be interested in a few 
comments on the character of 
my father? 
He was not a noted man, bu t 
belonged to th at class which 
Lincoln said the Lord mu st hav e 
lov ed. 
I shou ld not really be honor­ 
ing my father's memory by m ak ­ 
ing it appear th at he was a man 
withou t a fau lt. Bu t su ch weak ­ 
nesses as he had*are melted in 
the warm th of the goodness th at 
he ev er showed to me. His v ir­ 
tu es are engrav ed u pon “the 
tablets of lov e and memory ,” as 
the Elk s phrase it. 


One scene, among many others, 
k eeps retu rning, and as v iewed 
in retrospect it seems somehow 
to be tou ched with the heroic. 
One spring before the money 
for the 
garden produ ce had 
started to come in, we were w ith­ 
ou t any rou ghage for the horses, 
and almost, if not q u ite, ou t of 
money . There was no pastu re 
av ailable. On the day I hav e in 
mind the rain had been falling 
steadily throu ghou t the m orn­ 
ing, and it look ed as thou gh the 
sk ies wou ld nev er clear. 
Finally my father said th a t we 
MUST get some feed for the liv e­ 
stock , so he went ou t alongside 
the road and cu t a load of grass 
with the scy the in the rain—and 
it wasn’t a mere sprink le, either. 
This was an illu stration of the 
old tru th th at the hirling fleeth, 
bu t th at the good hu sbandm an 
is ready to lay down his life for 
th at committed to his care. 


It seems th at there is a u ni­ 
v ersal tendency to go ov er in ou r 
minds the ex periences th at we 
hav e liv ed when ou r lov ed ones 
leav e u s. 
One of my father’s neighbors 


Contrasted with the weak a t­ 
titu de of many persons today in 
straightened circu mstances, his 
tremendou s energy and indu stry 
stand ou t boldly . 
Many times du ring the last 
few ‘y ears, Dad has said to me, 
“Honest, when I was a boy it was 
considered a disgrace to be on 
the cou nty .” 
In that homely and effectiv e 
phrase “on the cpu niy ” was ex ­ 
pressed his scorn for those ready 
to liv e by hook or crook on the 
gov ernment rather than from 
their own efforts.

(The Lisbon radio station re­ 
ported the Madrid government 
ordered all industries to cease 
work and work men to mobilize 
for the defnse of the capital. 
(imminence of an attem pt by 
Fascist bombers to “blow the city 
to bits” was seen in two dispatch­ 
es. On the northwest front, an 
Associated Press correspondent 
reported the Fascists, in their 
drive towards El Escoriai, 30 
miles from Madrid, had occupied 
Zarzalejo, 
within

miles 
of 
their objective. 
(Another dispatch, from Lis­ 
bon, quoted a Fascist flier as 
say ing: “I hope we shall.not be 
forced to bomb Madrid, but if 
surrender is refused after an ul­ 
tim atum which will be sent after 
the capture of El Escoriai, we will 
be compelled to blow that beau­ 
tiful city to bits.”) 
The insurgent advance on thè 
capital from the south was re­ 
ported held up by delay in bring­ 
ing forward the field artillery 
along the m ud-m irèd roads. 
It was aimed a t the heart of 
the Republic with separate Fas­ 
cist columns at Mostoles, 10 miles 
southwest of Madrid, and north 
of Illescas, about 13 miles south.
